At a distance 


from it it seems like an intaglio, and 
one obtains a good impression of the 
General's appearance. 
The hand of 


death had smoothed the wrinkles of the 
face and removed nearly all indications 
of suffering. 


The temples were shrunken and the 


mouth slightly opeud, but, in other 
respects, the face retained the strong 
features which marked Grant w'.ion he 
was the general of the ajrnics.

study is modeled in crown clay, and is 
aoout seventeen inches in height and 
of proportionate dimensions.

In the same part of Virginia, in a 


small inclosuru near his 
home in 


Montpelier, lies the successor of Jef- 
ferson, James Madison, fourth Presi- 
dent. Beside him are buried his wife 
who died in 1849, surving him almost 
thirty years, and two nephews. Two 
other Virginia Presidents, Monroe and 
Tyler, lie within a few feet of each 
other in the fine cemetery at Holly- 
wood, at Richmond, Monroe's death 
and those of John Adams and Jeffer- 
son fell upon tic Fourth of July. 
He, 


too, in 1831, five years after his great 
predecessors and .elders, marked the 
nation's birthday by his close. 
He 


died in New York a poor man, and his 
remains were entombed there until in 
1858 the legislature of Virginia re- 
moved them to Hollywood and placed 
them in a substantial vault, marked by 
a Gothic temple on a foundation of 
Virginia granite. Tyler's grave near 
by is scarcely marked at all ; a little 
mound, with a magnolia tree at the 
head, is pointed out as the spot. 


The three Tennessee 
Presidents 


were buried at their homes; Jackson 
at the Hermitage, near Nashville, his 
wife beside him. A massive monu- 
ment of Tennessee granite marks the 
place. Polk is buried in Nashville, 
at the old family homestead. 
He sur- 


vived Jackson only four years, dying 
in 1849. 
The grave is handsomely 


inclosed, and a block twelve feet square 
by twelve feet in height bears the in- 
scription. Andrew Johnson's grave is 
at Greenville, on a spot selected by 
himself. 
His three sons have erected 


a handsome monument of 
marble 


upon a base of granite. 
It 
bears 


numerous patriotic emblems, a flag, an 
while the inscription declares : "His 
faith in the people never wavered." 


Martin Van Buren lies iu the vil- 


lage cemetery at Kinderhook, New 
York, in a family lot, his resting 
place marked by a modest granite 
shaft. 
He died in the summer of 


1803, when the civil war was at 
its 


height. 
His successor, Harrison, was 


buried at his old home at North 
Bend, on the Ohio, a few miles below 
Cincinnati. An unfenced mound, over 
a family vault, formerly neglected, but 
more recently carefully kept, marks 
the spot. 


The dust of Zachary Taylor is now 


buried in the cemetery at Frankford, 
Ky., after several removals. Millard 
Fillmore's grave is at Forest Lawn 
Cemetery.three miles from Buffalo,and 
that of Peirce in the old cemetery at 
Concord, N. H. 
Buchanan is buried 


at Woodward Hill Cemetery, Lancas- 
ter.

It was dedicated in 1874 
and cost a quarter of a million dollars.

This being the seison for encamp- 


ments for military p n-posos and relig- 
ious worship and for private parties for 
recreation as well, it may interest 
your youthful readers to know what at 
least one of the latter parties 'thought 
essential for such :m occasion. 
The 


company was a Sunday School Bible 
class of nine exemplary and promising 
youths, who in casting about as to 
how to dispose of their vacation de- 
cided to camp out for ten days under 
the direction of their teacher, who had 
experience in the sterner realities of 
camp life. 
To organize and for pre- 


paration they assembled at the resi- 
dence of their teach< r and surrounding 
the centre table, all sat in thoughtful 
mood, while the cler^, pencil in hand, 
awaited suggestions, as each one was 
expected to name thu article he deem- 
ed necessary. 
A large and suitable 


tent being provided, they proceeded 
to a grave consideration of the depart- 
ment of tlie commisnry of subsistence, 
having little admiration for the regula- 
tion hard tack and p >rk. 
Suggestions 


were made by each and recorded by 
the clerk so that when completed tho 
list without revision stood in order as 
follows :

cases, cake, wash-rags, towels, soap, 
combs, brushes, 
tooth-brushes, tin 


plates, tin cups, 
knives and forks, 


hammocks, Dutch cake, 
overshoes, 


over-pants, flannel shirts, stockings and 
drawers, pocket knives, bucket, baking 
powder, gimlet, sugar, bibles, candles, 
matches, oil, needier, thread, buttons, 
looking glass, hymn books, salve, nut- 
megs, grater, beeswax, wax ends, shoe 
buttoner, awl, auger, lemons, oat meal, 
frying pan, pickles, coffee pot (big), 
paper, lard, pen and ink, vinegar, 
spoons, pepper li.ish, foot ball, ball 
and bats, lemon squeezer, basins, pics, 
checkers. 


At an early hour of the day ap- 


pointed all were ready to answer roll 
call and took transp irt to the desig-. 
nated ground which was a romantic 
spot in the edge of a grove on the 
shore of the Delaware Bay, State of 
Delaware.

In my case, by no effort of my o« n, by 
the most trival 
happenings, three 


times I have narrowly escaped death 
from fire on the water. I once 
left 


New York with m\ friend 
K. 0—. to 


;o to St. Louis by the way of the 
akes. 
In those days there was no 


direct road to St. Louis. Our route 
was up thu Hudson by steamer to Al- 
•any, thenco by rail to Buffalo, then a 
steamer on tlie lakes, by the way of 
Mackinaw to Chicago; from there by 
stage to Peiu, thenco by steamer, 
down the Illinois river to St. Louis. 
We arrived at 
Albany on a Sunday 


morning, went to a hotel, dressed, anc 
took a stroll in the city. 
On our wall 


we met a Miss II—. a granddnughtc 
or grand-nieceof Alexander Hamilton 
an agreeable young lady whom we hac 
mot in St. Louis. She urged us to go 
to church, telling us we had plenty o 
time, and we accepted her invitation 
After church service we accompaniec 
her to the residence of Captain P— 
of the Ur'led States Army, where she 
was visiting. I was not acquainlec 
with Captain 1'—. but my friend Mr 
C. knew him well, and I made his ac- 
quaintance. 
He urged us to stay for 


dinner, but we made excuses, saying 
that we must start on the first train 
for Buffalo to meet the Lake steamer. 
Being assured that by taking the next 
train which started in the evening, 
would be in time for the boat, we ac- 
cepted his invitation and stayed foi 
dinner ; we had 
an agreeable time, 


and started for Buffalo by the late 
train. 
I do not exactly remember, 


but I do not think that the New York 
Central Kail Road was organized at 
that time. 
There was a chain of local 


railroads running from city to city, 
which were afterwards combined, and 
which under one eharter formed the 
New York Central. 
Under the sys- 


tem then in operation delays were not 
uncommon, and on arriving at Buffalo 
we found ourselves too late for our 
steamer—just too late, for we could 
see her in the offing. 
The steamer 


we missed was tlie Erie, and we were 
nuuh disappointed fur she was a fine 
joat, and the next was the "Bunker 
Hill" which was far inferior. 
We 


nade the best of it, and went that 
evening to Niagara Falls. 
The next 


norning we heard of the destruction 
>y fire of the "Erie," with a great lose 
of life, very few were saved. 
She 


vas consumed almost in sight of Buf- 
alo. 
The pleasant hour or two that 


ve spent with Captain P. and his 
amity, and with Miss II. saved our 
ives. 
The s*ory of the next escape is 


-his. 
I, with my friend, Mr. C. of the 


,he firm of C. & A., wholesale grocers 
n St. Louis, wore on the way from 
St. Louis to Boston: we had got as far 
on our journey as New York, and were 
at the Astor House. 
We were to take 


he sound steamer that afternoon, and 
were at dinner with mutual friends, 
.oiling the 
effiue clerk to send our 


runks down to the boat by the porter, 
lave a carriage ready, and start us 
ust in time to reach the steamer be* 
fore it started. 
So at the last mo- 


nent we went down to the wharf, our 
baggage was put on the boat, and I 
stepped on board ; but Mr. C. met a 
jentlman with whom he had been talk- 
ng, in a business way about buying 
i lot of cotTee, and coining on the boat 
le said, "I have changed my mind, I 
cannot go to Boston until to-morrow ; 


can buy that coffee, he has changed 


lis mind, and has come to my terms; 
;et off the boat, and return to 
the 


otel with me, let us not part coni- 
>any." I did so, having just time to 
get off the boat, and to get my trunks 


off, before the steamer started. That 
steamer was the Lexington, which was 
burned that night, and, except a very 


few, all on board lost their lives. That 
coffee dealer saved my life. 
My third 


escape I will give in another paper.

Fifthly, experiments 
have often proved that alcohol retards 
digestion, hardening the food and pre- 
cipitating the pepsin of the digestive 
juice.'

An intimate friend of Mrs. Uarlield, re- 
siding in t iis" city,- gives tbo following 
description of her estate: Tho sub- 
scription raised ihrough tlio instru- 
mentality of Cyrus \\'. Field aggregat- 
ed, when invested in 
government 


bonds, $111-2,000. Gen. Garlield's life 
was insured for SiO.OOO, tho payment 
of which tho companies, fur tho sake 
of tho extended advertisement it would 
give them, if for no other purpose, 
promptly made. Congress also voted 
nor tlio remnant of tlio salary which 
would Imv) bceu duo Gou. Garfiold for 
tho first year of servieo us president, 
which amounted to $40,000. 
The lit- 


tle estate which Garlield loft 
aggro- 


gated !?30,'X)0. This was all he 'had 
been able to accuuutlato after a life of 
unusual at livity. This makes her to- 
tal estate, in round numbers, abouj, 
$450,000 in money well invested. From 
this an income of probably $16,000 is 
derived. 
In addition to that, she has: 


from congress an annual pension ol 
$5,000, which is now voted to tho wid- 
ows of all ox-prosidonts. 


Soudanese Bpcurs. 


The Hadon dowa spear is from six to 


seven feet long. The handle is of a 
pioco of hard mimosa or acacia, thinner 
than a broom handle. There is a long 
socket attached to the blade,into which 
tho wood is driven and fastened. 
At 


tho reverse end there is commonly a 
piece of tw istcd iron or telegraph wire, 
which servos the double purpose of 
weighting tho handle, so as to counter- 
balance tlio blade, and to prevent the 
weapon being pulled from tho grasp. 
The spear head or blade is rarely more 
than two i idles broad by eight inches 
long. Going into battle tlio Iladon- 
dowas greiiso their spears from biado 
to hilt, so i hat it is impossible to wrest 
the weapon from their hands iu a strug- 
gle. 


Tho spears used by the tribes up the 


Kilo aro much more formidable weap- 
ons. Tho handle is from seven to nine 
feet long, made of male bamboo wood. 
It is furnished with a terrible broad- 
bladed Ion;; spear head, liko that of the 
lladeudow.is, kept bright as a mirror 
and sharp .is a razor. 
The Mades aro 


sometimes fourteen inches long and five 
inches wide. In truth, an Arab spear 
up the Nile looks moro like an elongat- 
ed trowel blade than anything else. 
Shovel-hea la our soldiers used to call 
them. They make a fearful wound, 
and it was with ono of these Col. Burn- 
aby was struck in the throat and killed. 
Being cxceodingly light weapons, al- 
though badly balanced, tho Arabs can 
handle theia with groat dexterity.— 
London 'J t legraph.

The ilou. Arthur I). Williams was 


sauntering down liroadtvny recently 
when ho was aceosled by a. cripple in 
cleanly garb. 
"I am to'ld that you aro 


a lawyer," tlio cripple said.

George Honci'aft, of Fninklin street, 
recommended .you to me." 


Mr. Williams was unusually pleas- 


ant, fancying he was secnririt; a valu- 
able client. 
"Y<!s," he replied. "I'm 


nt your sorvicn." lie took the cripple 
into his ollicc. invited him to take a 
chair, crossed his own le<;s, assumed a 
Chaunccy ShalVor expression of coun- 
tenance, and in a deep and forensic 
tone of voice invited the man to "stato 
his case." 


The cripple hesitated. Ho cleared 


out his throat, and began: 
"Mr. Hop- 


craft told mo you had invented a mon- 
ko}-wrench, and that yon were inter- 
ested in inventions. I would liko to 
tell you a bit of the unwritten historv 
of scientific devotion. There was once 
a young machinist's apprentice who 
worked hard by day to earn a living, 
and at night, pursued bis studio's. Aft- 
er live yotu's of steady application ho 
was considered one of the best men in 
tho shop, and was in position to lay by 
money to conduct those experiments 
on which his heart was set. 
His pas- 


sion was the invention of projectiles 
for uso iu time of war, bnt his mind 
was especially bont on improving the 
modern 
rocket. 
While 
pondering 


over the value of rockets as signals he 
was suddenly sei/.od with a desiro to 
know whether rockets •could not bo 
made largo enough to rise a mile iu tho 
air, and—il was a wild thought—carry 
the weight of a man. Ho was fasci- 
nated by the idea. It was of little 
practical value.but the more he thought 
about it the more ho became convinced 
that it could be done. You will say 
that if it were possible for a man to 
rise up with a rocket ho would, bo 
dashed to pieces when he camo down 
with tho stick. This thought also oc- 
curred to the young inventor, but ho 
was ready to overcome that objection. 
He began by making an experiment by 
which lie demonstrated that a common 
ten-ormco rocket which would rise to a 
height, of 600 feet, when loaded with a 
rod of iron weighing eight ounces, 
would rise to 100 feet. 
Then ho con- 


structed a cylinder of the best shoot 
steel 20 feet long, pointed at tbo top, 
and 1 foot in diameter. To fill this ho 
made a compound which would exert 
a pressure of 100 pounds to the squaro 
inch on the air without, through the 
whole 115 squaro inches of what 1 will 
call the mtii'./.lc oi tho rocket. In oth- 
er words, the rocket would havo a lift- 
ing force of i'j tons. 
Tho figures seem 


Startling, but they arc accurate. 


"I should say here that tho construc- 


tion of this cylinder caused much com- 
juont in the shop where ho worked, but 
us there are always numbers of invent- 
ors iu every shop lie was not interrupt- 
ed. 
When Ids cylinder was completed, 


he placed it up against an unused wing 
of tlie shop. Instead of tho ordinary 
rocket-stick, he prepared a slender 
piece of gas-pipe, at tlie end of which 
was a conical sheet-iron basket, point 
up, with a \\ire grating across tho 
bottom, through which a man could 
enter. 
Here was the place in which 


the inventor iateudod to crouch whilo 
the rocket shot up through the clouds 


"So far ho had taken uo one into bis 


confidence, but when ho was ready to 
Jill the cylinder with explosives, and 
attach tho stick with its basket, and 
the apparatus which was to caso the 
fall, he uecdod help. 
Two trustworthy 


comrades gave it. They helped him 
secure a parachute around tho huge 
cylinder which was intended to open 
to a spread of forty feet as ho fell. 
They rammed home Ce explosive that 
was to send the whole Hying upward, 
und when all was ready, hoisted the 
whole Up so t t i M t H leaned ovor tho top 
of the high factory just as a common 
rocket leans on a common guide. A 
long fuse ran douu and came up under 
the basket su that the inventor could 
firo it hiniaolf. 
The. last touches of the 


work wore completed iit night, and the 
two tired assistants wont homo antici- 
pating a wonderful exhibition in the 
morning. 


"It was just midnight as the inventor 


saw his companions pass out through 
tho yard gate aud heard their footsteps 
die away down the street. 
It was a 


beautiful starlight night, and right in 
lino with tho huge rocket Mars shown 
with unwonted beauty. Tho supremo 
moment of the inventor's life had 
come. 
He was to sco the fruition of 


his labors alone, with none to cheer 
his success and none to taunt him if ho 
failed. 
He raised the wire 
screen 


across the bottom of his narrow rest- 
ing place and climbed in, drew a match 
tlown the steel rib of his basket, and 
fired the end of the fuse. 
It smoldered 


for a moment, aud then tho bright 
sciutillation broke out, and, sputtering, 
disappeared from his view. His heart 
leaped into his throat with suspense, 
nnd then in a sea of flamo and smoke 
tho earth sank out of sight.

for breath in the suffocating gas and 
delirious with pain, ho crouched on his 
grating and prayed for death.

1'ho Crematorium at Milan, 


Tho crematorium stands n.t tho far 


end of the grounds, a building not 
largo nor high, but, with its crescent- 
shaped open Hlriwin of white marble, 
sufficiently handsome an-l imposing. 
On tho frieze is this iDscripimii: "Tem- 
pio Crematoria per volontit d-.l Alberto 
Keller crello u dunalo ullct citdi di Mi- 
lano. On tho wall facing the entrance 
i» a handsome medallion of Albert Kel- 
ler, who was duly cremated in tho tem- 
plo of his own providing. Many por- 
tions of the wall are marked off in 
small tablets inscribed with tho names 
of the persons whoso bodies have un- 
dergone cremation, and whoso ashes, 
in many cases, repose in an urn or 
small vessel in a nicuo behind the tab-' 
let. 
Ashes they aro not, properly 


speaking. 
I was shown about a couple 


of handfuls of white bleached bone, in 
bits not larger than one's linger- 
all that remained, as I learned, after 
the cremation of tho body of a man 
some ten stone in weight. 
Other 


spaces have been appropriated by in- 
lending cremators, and have the word 
"Assegnato" 
inscribed 
on 
them. 


Through a small door you pass from 
tho atrium into what I may describe as 
tho operating room, in the middle of 
which stands the enclosed furnace, 
looking much like an enlarged edition 
of tho family laundry copper. Tho lire 
is kindled at the back of tho furnace; 
anil when at the proper moment releas- 
ed by the uplifting of iron shutters, 
comes roaring through two large orific- 
es, and quickly fills, the whole of tho 
space where lies its prey. The body—, 
il cadavero, as the attendant called it, 
seemed to take great delight in repeat- 
ing tho words,—dressed in a light lin- 
en or woolen shroud, or other costume, 
is taken from the shelf iu which it has 
been brought, and laid on a marble 
slab, then transferred to a large iron 
tray, whicii is borne to tho mouth of 
the furnaco and laid on a frame, 
which, by tho action of a winch, is 
wound into tho interior with its burden. 
The iron door is then closed, the shut- 
ters, as described above, are raised, 
and tho furnace, to use an American 
expression, is literally in full blast.

tho end of two hours the operation is

The system at present in uso is that 


of Paolo Goriui; it takes, as I have 
said, two hours aud tho consumption 
of 300 kilogrammes of wood and 25 
kilogrammes of charcoal.

tablet, is 94 francs. 
A new method, 


known as the Systcme Vcnini, under 
which the incineration will be effected 
by gas, was then immediately to be 
tried,—I saw tho furnace just com- 
pleted,—ami is no doubt now in oper- 
ation. Under this system the whole 
affair will bo completed in fifty min- 
utes. 


in this place, which was perfectly 


sweet, clean, aud wholesome, without 
tho faintest trace of anything calcu- 
lated to offend tLo sense of sight or 
smell, tffero aro about eighteen or 
twenty cases.of cremation every month. 
They are, the attendant told me, de- 
cidedly on the increase, and wero tho 
cholera scare again to appear, he had 
no doubt from what ho had heard, that 
tho practice would havo large numbers 
of adherents.

weed aro tho best known eauCes of this 
species of catarrh, and its name, 'hay 
fever,' has been given to it uii that acj 
count.

Tho puritans, say.i (ialh in the Cin 


cinnati Enquirer, were our lir.st iiiusi 
cians. They had in iMiirlanil nui=ackc. 
organ galleries, burnt music books and 
dissolved choirs, but in this countrv 
they introduced coiiftrnpitional sing- 
ing, brought over their psalm tunes 
nnd for seventy yours tin; setUers ol 
Plymouth used tho psalter of Henry 
Ainsworth, of Amsterdam. 
The sec 


ond book printed iu British America 
was the boy psalm book, in 1040, which 
went through seventy editions. 
Kev. 


John Cotton, a graduate of Oxford, 
who had removed to Boston from its 
namesake plncu in England, arjruod iu 
favor of solo singing and of women 
joining in the leading parts. John Cot- 
ton, therefore, was the only Cotton that 
ever was kin<r about Boston, and the 
big organ in that city is one of his 
posterity. 


However, only about ten tunes were 


used in New England in tho (irst nine- 
ty years. The very art of singing ran 
so low that the preachers themselves, 
who generally led the progress of their 
denominations, became frightened. In 
1723 a preacher named Symma publish- 
ed a book prefaced with the motto: "Of 
all beasts there is none that is not de- 
lighted with harmony, but only tho 
ass." 
Ono of the points he bad to 


combat was that tho names given to 
the notes were bawdy and blasphe- 
mous. The congregations, however, 
long resisted their pastors, and the 
pastors often had to lead the psalms, 
while few of them had any pretensions 
to music. 


Down to our great rebellion the samo 


antipathy to music continued through 
a large part of tho Christian church, 
nnd to this day musical instruments 
are forbidden in the house of these 
I-Hmkers nnd some other sects. 
The 


iirst revolution was to have singing 
schools; as the puritan period faded 
away persons of more cultivation join- 
ed the American colonies. 
Playford 


was the first musical writer used in this 
country, and our earliest musical com- 
pilers stole from him. Kev. John Tufts 
published the iirst American singing- 
book, with thirty-seven tunes in it, 
Kev. Thomas Walter published anoth- 
er eleven years later. Two other books 
were published ai. Newburyport and in 
Philadelphia, the latter not long beforo 
the Revolutionary war, with 142 sub- 
scribers, and tho'book ruined him. It 
contained the first American composi- 
tion and the Ninety-seventh psalm by 
aschoolmastcr of New York city named 
William Tucky. 


Paul llevcre, of Boston, engraved tho 


music for Josiali Flagg's collection in 
1764 on American-made paper. This 
Flajrg had a band of music in Boston 
iu 1773, and had n'fty performers in 
some of his concerts in Fanouil hall. 
For a good whilo tho deacons and 
§Teachers, too, bullied tho choirs, tho 


eacons wanting no music at all and 


the preachers wanting better singing.
